MISSIONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


BURMAN MISSION. 

The letter which follows, was written to a gentle- 
man of Boston, and shows not only the engaging 
interest which Mr. Mason, the missionary, takes in 
the work of instructing the Burmans, but also evi- 
dence of the fruits of his labor. The blessing of God 
on Burmah should excite every heart to the most

ful effusion of the Holy Spirit on Burmah. The 
ingenious manner in which Moung Shwa Moung 
bas figuratively represented the depravity of the hu- 
man heart, cannot but very sensibly affect every 
gracious individual, who has felt in himself the pre-

Dear Brother,— ' 

With Burman, Karen, and Hindoostanee, Chi- 
nese, andother languages, or dialects, all ringing 
in my ears at once, as they literally often are, it 
need occasion no surprise that the English language 
is becoming foreign to me.

Soon after rising in the morning, I went to hear 
the school beys in Burn.an reading. About twenty 
boys read each a portion of scripture, and then the 
oldest tell in their own language, the substance of 
what has been read. Prayer closes this most inter- 
esting exercise. lL then returned to the house, and 
conducted family worship in English, which was 
followed by breaklast. ‘This done, | had occasion 
to write to the military commandant ; which done, I 
took up my Burman books, and read Burman with 
a mative for about an hour. It now became 
sary forme to go in town and see a plough that an 
active and must valuable member of my English 
congregation is making for the Karens ; also to con- 
sult with one or two persons on some pecumary 
matters connected with the English chapel. Re- 
turning, | found in my zayat one of the prisoners, 
many of whom are working in the roads, reading a 
tract to one or two otliers listening near him. 1 did 
not interrupt him, and he continued until called 
away to work. ‘ Tiffin,’ or luncheon, pow came on ; 
after which | returned aga‘n to the zayat. Not 
having much prospect of company here, I took 
Moung Shwa Moung with me, and went to a zayat 
in the northern subote of the city—a place of con- 
siderable resort for persons coming to and returning 
from market, and where hucksters ofien meet the 
villagers, and purchase the articles they bring with- 
out going to the bazar. 

We found no one here, on our arrival, but a man 
soon followed us in ; to whom I introduced my mes- 
sage, by saying, “ Well, doyou worship idols 7”— 
“ Why, Sir,” he replied, “1 eee crowds go to wor- 
ship them, and I go with the rest.” “ Yes,” I con- 
tinued, “ itis plain enough that crowds of people go 
in the ways ol! sin, but that does not, therefore, jus- 
tify usin committing sin. There are many reli- 
gions in the world, but one only can be true, now 
we ought to examine to ascertain which is the true 
one.” “Oh Sir,” he exclaimed, * this is a dark age, 
and we cannot know mach in these degenerate 
times. This is not like the enlightened age in 
which God appeared.” This conversation led to 
my pointing out some appropriate passages of script- 
ure, for Moung Shwa Moung to read, and which 
brought him into the discussion. 

We were joined from time to time by others, 
until at one time we had about 20. A woman 
among the number manifested quite an inquiring 
mind, but complained—* I cannot tell what your 
eternal God looks like. But Gaudama, I can see 
his image.” She tacitly acknowledged, however, 
ultimately, that images were not of much use, but 
after many inquirtes as to the manner in which God 
ought to be worshipped, she said, “I cannot poe 
Sabbath, for I am a child of poverty, and must wor 
every day. Were | to comeand hear the law on 
the Sabbath, I should have no coppers to buy food 
for the three little children I have at home.” We 


spent two or three hours in uninterrupted conversa- | 


tion, and I cannot, therefore, write a twentieth part 
of what passed. 

Moung Shwa Moung is a most interesting speak- 
er, and one or two of his comparisons to-day struck 
me as very appropriate. Pointing to a mountain 
torrent, streaking the blue mountains at fifteen miles 
distance with whitening foam, he said, “look at that 
torrent, rolling down the mountain, and which 
mocks all human effort to arrest it—that is a picture 
of the stream of depravity that is constantly foam- 
ing forth from the human heart, it bears all before 
it, and no unaided exertions of man can stem its cur- 
rent.” When the people complained that they 
were unable to understand the God we preach- 
ed to them, and the future state of which we spoke, 

said, “ Mankind are all children. Children are 
occupied with the play things around them, these 
things they understand ; but they have no concep- 
tion of going to Maulmein, and buying and selling,

Bankok, Siam, May 30, 1833. 
My dear sir,— 
In one of my recent letters, 1 mentioned the virus 
‘and vaccine diseases. When at Maulmein and 
Singapore, we made several unsuccessful attempts 
to have our child vaccinated. On our arrival here, 
we found the small pox prevailing to a lamentable 


never experienced in this country, and the virus was 
| not procurable. Our chila was consequently inocu- 
‘lated, and I myself preferred inoculation from her, 
‘tothe danger ol natural infection. I have therefore 
‘had the disease in a very serious form. 
| weeks, I was entirely incapacitated to do any thing ; 
for several days partially deranged ; for a month un- 

able to wear my usual clothing ; and when the pow- 
| er of the disease ceased, I was left extremely weak. 
What greatly aggravated my sufferings was, that 
| soon after their commencement, Mrs. J. was seized 
with a violent and dangerous fever, and for several 
days we were incapable of rendering any assistance 
to each other. Through the compassion of our

On the other side, fears 
are expressed thet this institution is an Abolition 
society, and nothing more. 
‘to avswer these contradictory objections. The 
Managers will at present content themselves by 
saying that both these charges are equally without 
foundation. ‘The Society, acting under its Consti- 
tution, as its Board of Managers have often said, 
has but a single object in view, which is to build up 
a Colony in Africa, of free culored men, sent there 
with their own consent. 

Another and very prominent element of discour- 


| 


agement exists in the present state of the funds of 


the Society. On this point, the Board have exhibited 

‘all the facts, and the friends of the institation know 
‘the worst. But while the Board refer to the diffi- 
culties with which the colonization cause is surround- 
ed, they respectfully submit, that, taking the whole 
‘into consideration, there is no serious ground fag dis- 
couragement. Having truth on its side, the attacks 
‘of its enemies will leave the cause uninjured ; and 
arigid and economical administration of its funds, 
will, in a short time, relieve tt from embarrass- 
meiit. 

In regard to the funds of the Society, it is the 
duty of the Board to be explicit, and to state clear- 
‘ly their future course. Itis their intention, as it is 
‘clearly their duty, as fast as their ability will per- 


every sum, above what may be necessary to keep 
the Colony from going backwards. The colony 
must be sustained by all necessary supplies ; the 
cause of education, and the cause of agriculture 
there, cannot, will not be neglected. 

There is one measure adopted by the Poard, 
which, if successful, will relieve the funds of the 
Society from all present embarrassment, and leave 
‘its current receipts to be applied to the great ob- 
jects of building up and improving the Colony. 
| The debts of the institution, as already stated, 
amount to $45,645 72. To meet the just claims of 
the creditors, the Board proposes the creation of a 
‘stock of $50,000, bearing an interest of 6 per cent., 
payable annually. For the payment of the interest 
annually, and the gradual payment of the princi- 
‘pal, it is proposed to establish a sinking fund of 
|36,000 per annum. To this fund they will pledge 
| the first proceeds of all their legacies, donations, and 
‘contributions. Should this plan meet the approba- 
‘tion of the friends of the Society, and the stock be 
‘all taken up, the funds of the Board would at once 
‘be relieved, and the payment of the whole stock, 
‘with its interest, would, in less than twelve years, 


be redeemed by the annual payment of $6,000, 


Toe Marine Brace Society.

CIRCULAR, 


To the Associations, Churches, and Benevolent 
Individuals of the Buptist denomination 
in the United States, 


Curistian Saturation. 


Beloved Brethren,—Indulge the Executive Com- 
mittee of the A.B, H. M. Society, in presenting to 
you the following facts and appeal. his Conimmit- 
teé are of opinion that only a very inadequate idea 
exists among the Churches of the vast amount of 
destitution of the preaching of the gospel, within 
the limits of the denomination, and throughout the 
country, and they are desirous that the facts in the 
case should be set belure them. It is, then, a fact, 
that the number of our ministers is but a little more 
than one half the number of our churches—that 
only about one half these ministers devote themselves 
exclusi-ely to the work of the ministry—that a 
great proportion of these ministers would gladly 

preach the gospel all the time, if they could be re- 
ieved trom the necessity of laboring in some secular 
employ meut for the support of their families—that 
around these churches are multitudes of souls almost 
totally destitute of preaching, to whom these minis- 
ters would be able and dieposed to pu’ lish salvation, 
if they were assisted in doing it. While there is 
so much destitution of the saving knowledge of the 
truth, infidelity is becoming rife and unblushing in 
Various sections of the country—error in its multi- 
form character is propagated—here, the Son of God 
is shorn of the giory of his divine honors—there, the 
efficacy of baptism is substituted for the merits of 
the atonement, and the influence of the Holy Spirit. 
By some, the power ol free will is made to super- 
sede the invincible grace of God ; others rely on a 
sound creed and col! orthodoxy, while the weightrer 
matters of the mora! law are neglected ; whi'e nota 
few rest in the groundiess assumption that all men 
willbesaved. And worse than all, perhaps, pope. y 
is rapidly on the increase. It seeks to retrieve im 
America, what it has lost in Murope. White its 
nature is real/y and professedly immutable, its out- 
ward form is cimeleon, and with Jesuitical cunning 
and adroiiness adapts itsel! to all changes of cireum- 
stances. Itisa system of despotism exerted over 
the bo lies and souls of its votaries, and can never 
be made to agree with republicanism. Its ascen- 
dency in this country woul: produce a change in 
the form of our government, eifecting the demolition 
of our {ree.institut‘ons. It shoul | also be considered, 
that iralready includes a tenth part of our free popu- 
lation, and that its ranks are rapidly filling up, 
chiefly by emigration from Europe,—that the pro- 
vinees and states on our Northern and Southern 
borders, and all South America, are Catholic—that 
its re oirces in men and money in the Catholic 
states of Europe, are immense—and that the Valley 
of the West is the chosen field of its operations.— 
One fact more we present in this connexion,—that 
many of the co!lateral cseans of moral improvement, 
which are usually powerful auxiliaries to the gos- 
pel, are toan alarming degree wanting, in extensive 
sections of the country. Schools are too few in 
number, and often very deficient in quality, so that 
multitudes of the youthful population are growing 
up without the general information necessary 10; 
good citizens and good christians. 

Facts like these, led to the origination of the A. 
B. H. M. Society, and a more full knowledge of 
them has deepened the conviction of its importance. 
Are the nature and design of the Society understood ? 
It seeks no dominion over the faith, nor any interfe- 
rence with the independence of the chu ches, 
but simply to promote their general prospe ity by 
niding in the preaching of the gospel more fully 
through the country, in employing the voluntary 
contributions of the benevolent, to assist minister-, 
the most of whom reside in the regions they are to 
occupy, to p each more frequently, more extensively, 
and with less embarrassinent—to secure to the 
churches now unfrequently supplied with preach- 
ing, and without pastoral! Libor, the benefit of week- 
ly religious instruction, aid the faithful oversight of 
pastors who care for the'r souls, and those of their 
children and neighbors, so that they may be enabled 
and disposed in future, to provide these advantages 
jor theinselves. In a word, the Society aims not to 
assume the duty of the church to support the gospel, 
but simply to help them to help themselvss. The 
operations of the Society, though of recent origin, 
and its funds limited, have been considerable. — 
From the foregoing Report, you-wil! learn that 83 
missionaries and ministers have been employed— 
that it has aided in 55 years preaching directly, 
while 145 years more have been supporied by other 
socictics in the denomination of kindred character, 
and many of them ayxiliary to the Society—in the 
formation of 3 Associations, the planting of 40 
churches, the hopeful conversion of 2000 souls, and 
the baptism of 1600 persons,—besides the establish- 
ment of 40 Sunday Schools, the distribution of thou- 
sands of Bibles and tracts, and the general promo- 
tion of the cause of Christ an! of human happiness. 
While all true christians will rejoice in what good 
has been done, it is obvious that the operations of 
the Society ought to be greatly increased. Why 
may it not bedone ? Assuredly, there are hundreds 
of good men ready toenter the fiell and reap the 
harvest, when the funds are provided for their support 
while they are doing it. It is equally certain that 
there are thousands of dollarsin the hands of our 
brethren, who hold it only as God’s stewards, which 
might be appropriated precisely in this way, with- 
out injury to themselves or families, or to other ob- 
jects of christian benevolence. What then is want- 
ing? Information of the actual state’ of the case, 
liberality and system in giving, and prayerful de- 
pendence on God’s blessing. 

The Committee have adopted measures by which 
the press shall be made to essentially aid the cause 
by spreading weekly before the public, interesting 
facts, and a continuous history of their measures, 
with their ascertained results. They are determin- 
ed to omit no efforts to secure the services of addi- 
tional agents, so essential to the collection of funds. 
It is desirable that every church, especially in the 
northern and middle states, should be annually visit- 
ed, and kindly, but earnestiy invited to co-operate 
in this work of benevolence, patriotism and piety. 
These agents are performing an important and 
most necessary work, but one at the same time, the 
most self-denying, aid the most thankless, but for 
the consideration of its usefulness to men, and ac- 
ceptableness tothe Heal of the church. Allow us, 
dear brethren, to anxiously inquire, How will you 
receive these agents? Will you call them beggars, 
suspect their motives, and send them away empty- 
handed ? Or, will you receive them as becometh 
saints, as the collectors for your Lord’s treasury, the 
messengers of the church, and the glory of Christ ? 
Will you not, by your liberal contributions, cheer 
their hearts, strengthen the hands of the Commit- 
tee, and bless the poor saints, the lew sheep in the 
wilderness? 


blessing of God, our future success may be expected 
to correspond. with the amount of means placed at 
the disposal of the Committee. 

Another thing, which is vitally important to the 
success of the work is, that a namber of talerited, 
pious ministers, who are ready to make sacrifices 
and endure hardships as good soldiers, should go to 
occupy the rising cities, towns, and villages in the 
Valley. It is reasonable to believe, that many such 
would be vastly more useful than they can be in 
the east; and it is obvious that every man is bound 
to do the most good in his power. We ask such 
whether they do not hear the Macedonian ery, 

come over and help us?’ Whether they can 
be guiltless, if they leave these sheep in the wilder- 
ness to perish? Whether they are not imitating 
the example of him who denied that he was his 
brother’s keeper, if they shut their eyes to the suf- 
ferings of their western brethren, and close their 
ears against their imploring cries for help? Wheth- 
era time will not come, when they will lament 
their preference of a comfortable settlement in the 
old states, to the hardships and privations of the new 
one? 

We callon all our brethren and friends to re- 
member that God claims as his, the guld and the 
silver, and the cattle upon a thousand hills, and 
that he expects his stewards to be toun/ faithful. 
We ask them whether there is no danger that this 
go'd and silver will become cankered ? Whether 
it is not possible that money may perish with its 
possessor? Whether they could have better secu- 
rity than the promises of God, or better interest than 
his blessing? We appeal to the powerful princi- 
ples of philanthropy, and love of country, and love 
to Christ and his cause, and beserch them to aid 
us in the great work n which we are engaged, 
to share with us in the labor on earth, and the gra- 
cious reward in heaven. 

Finally we entreat the church to pray more for 
Home Missions. Until the christian community 
were induced to pray olten and fervently for For- 
eign Missions, comparatively little was done; but 
when that cause became a subject of prayer, and 
the monthly concert was generally attended, pros- 
perity crowned the enterprise. So it will be with 
Home Missions. Brethren, we beseech you to pray 
for this object in your closets, at your family altars, 
and in your public services. Why should not the 
first Monday in every month be observed in part as 
a Home Missionary Concert? Very many and 
very great interests are involved in the success of 
missions in our country; a larger number of mis- 
sionaries are here employed thanin all the heathen 
world, and the number ought to be increased twenty 
fold ; and we are persuaded that no christian patriot 
will consider missions at home inferior in importance 
to missions abroad. 

Dear brethren, pray for the Committee, that they 
may possese prudence and energy,—for the mis- 
sionaries, that they may be faithful and successful, 
—for the agents, that they find the churches, as in 
primitive times, willing of their own accord, and 
ready of themselves, to make certain contributions 
for the poor saints,—for the universal effusion of

They evidently 
relied forsucces:, so far as they relied on any means, 
on the simple fact, that the son of God had suffered 
upon the cross for the reiemption of man. This fact 
they preached always, and every where, “ They 
knew nothing else.” The work has been arduous 
and long ; but it cannot be doubted, that the world 
will be converted by this one, great and single truth. 
“ And I, if I be lifted up from the earth, will draw 
all men unto me ;” a prophecy, how certain to be 
accomplished ! 

History shows the actua! power of this doctrine ; 
and a little reflection enables to see how admirably it 
is fitted to our case. Sin is, in its nature, a triumph 
over reason and conscience. In proportion as it is 
indilged, it deadens the moral sensibilities. Hence, 
under a government of law, the progress of iniqui- 
ty is, perhaps always irresistible, and terminates in 
the abandonment of all duty, and defiance of all au- 
thority. What evidence is there, that a single mo- 
ral being, who has once resisted his conscience and 
sacrificed his character, was ever arrested, in his 
downward course, by the mere sense of duty or fear ? 
W hat proof is there in history of any essential mor- 
al reformation among men, where Christ has not 
been “set forth, evidently crucified!” The unrea- 
sonablencss and folly of sin have been standing 
themes in alltimes. Yet iniquity has reigned.— 
Nations have grown worse as they have grown old; 
and God has swept them offtogether by a univer- 
zal flood, or sunk them one by one, in fearful suc- 
cession. The history of the world is the history of 
nations, perishing by their vices and theretore for 
their vices. When hassuch a thing been known as 
a people saved by a moral reformation ? In the 
case of the Jews and of Christian nations alone. 

The principle on which the efficiency of the gos- 
pel, considered as a means of moral renovation, de- 
pends, isnot new. It is of frequent application in 
life. In the recovery of men from particular vices, 
we orlinarily address some strong feeling of the 
min:|, upon which the predominant sin does not di- 
rectly act.

friendship, to filial atfeetion, to paternal or conjugal 
love. When the fear of God, when a sense of duty 
and sellfrespect have lost their power, a father’s 
voice may be heard. When even this voice, asso- 
ciated necessarily with something of austerity has 
failed, there will sometimes linger a charm in the 
dear name of sister, mother, to hold the ear and curb

The vast funds that 
the church is thus accumulating, will be employed 
in the same way, to establish her own power and 
authority, and enable her to tyrannize over the con- 
sciences of men. 

Mr. C. Where is this vast fund, and who has 
the disposal of it? Dr. &., I will relate to youa 
few anecdotes. The other day, Mr. M. accosted 
me in the street, and immediately introduced the 
subject you have just mentioned. He professed to 
discover in the immense funds which he said the 
church had accumulated and hoarded up, che sees 
of despotism and intolerance, and the eventual! de- 
struction of our civil and religiousfreedom. Shortly 
after, Mr. W. attacked me on the satne subject 
He observed, that if the funds of the great national 
religious societies were managed with any degree 
of that prudence with which a judicious man would 
conduct his private concerns, he should be less op- 
posed to them. But, continued he, they are in the 
hands ol a parcel of idle spendthrilis, who squander 
money with out calculation, and notwithstanding the 
reception of vast sums, never have a dollar in their 
coffers—are head over ears in debt, and like the 
daughters of the horse leech, are continually ery- 
ing “ give, give.” I leave you, Dr. S., to ake 
your own comment. I know that man is wick- 
ed, and cannot be safely intrusted with uncontrolla- 
ble power, like that possessed by Rome ; nor would 
[ put my conscience or my purse in any man’s keep- 
ing. I know what I believe, and why I believe it. 
[ know what becomes of my money, and how every 
dollar is appropriated, and so might you, and Mr. 
N. and Mr. W., if you wished to inform yourselves. 

Dr. 8. The church of Rome did not obtain her 
power at once, you know, but by degrees. 

Mr.C. The state of the Romish church in Eu- 
rope and Asia, and the situation of the different 
Protestant denominations in this country are wholly 
unlike. Iam surprised that any honest man should 
draw an argument from the abused and enormous 
power possessed by that church, and attempt to 
make it apply to the different sects in which the 
christian church is divided among us. 1 always 
feel as if he who used this argument did not believe 
it himself. The concerns of our great religious 
societies are managed by no political party, or reli- 
gious denomination, but all act in concert, and mu- 
tually advise and supervise each other. The 
establishment of religious societies, thus conducted, 
will infringe on the liberty of none but those who 
wis! to have the liberty of sinning, without incur- 
ring the frowns of virtuous society and the upbraid- 
ings of conscience. 

Dr. 8S. Your last remark requires an explana- 
nation. Arn I not a good citizen ? Do I not respect 
the laws of my country, and observe all the whole- 
some regulations of society ? 

Mr. C. You possess many civil and social virtues, 


and human etrength is weakness; without Christ | this whole scene there is something so extraordina- | but you neglect your first and highest obligations. 
You disregard the laws of the great Legislator of 


all nations, and all created intelligences. He com- 
mands you to repent of sin, to believe in the Saviour, 
to search the Scriptures, to love them with all your 
heart, &c. ‘These commands you disobey, and by 
your example, and conversation you induce others 
to walk in the same dark path: what an amount of 
sin, then, are you constantly accumulating. I will 
state a case which | conceive analogous to that of a 
moral and amiable man, but destitute of love to 
God. Itis that of a young prince, who observes 
all civil, social, and relative dutics, except those due 
to his father, who possesses transcendent exccllence 
of character, and to whom his obligations have been 
immeasurably great. His father commands him 
to perform certain things, and he refuses to comply. 
He gives him a book containing a sammary of his 
duty, and he never reads it, and ridicules all those 
who do. He avoidsall those places where his father 
is made the theme of discourse, and all those per- 
sons who love him, and love to speak of his virtues, 
and has the least affection for those who most re- 
eemble him. Nothing gives him more uneasiness 


than the reflection that the laws of his father will | 


finally prevail, and govern society. He altogether

enemy, and feels exasperated when any of his fa- 
thers revolted subjects return to their allegiance.

CONVENTION WEEK. 
The present has been a week of thrilling interest 
to multitudes, who have congregated in this cily to 
attend to subjects connected with the extension of the 
kingdom of Jesus Christ. The Annual Meeting of the 
Conn. B. Convention was a matter of course; but the 
number ‘of attendants was increased to a multitude, by 
, the presence of our beloved missionaries, brother and 
sister Wade, and the Burman and Karen converts, 
| also brother and sister Vinton and brother Howard, 
who are bound to Burmah on an errand of mercy, and 
are soon to leave their native land. On Wednesday 
morning, at 10 o’clock, brother Wade, (according to 
previous notice,) addressed a very full assembly, on 
the subject of inissions; after which, questions were 
proposed to the foreign converts by several brethren, 
and were answered by them, brother W. interpreting 
forthem. The service closed by a hymn sung by 
brother Ko Chet Thing in the Karen language, as- 
| sisted by brother Vinton. 
At 3 P. M., Mrs. Wade addressed the ladies only, in 
| the audience room of the Baptist meeting house. Of 
course we were precluded the delight of hearing her 
| remarks ; but the united testimony of all who have 
| spoken of that hour, sustains us in saying, that nothing 
on earth could have excited more lively emotions in 
favor of her great object of pursuit, the salvation of 
the heathen, than did the unvarnished story, presented 
by the speaker. We perceive by every remark upon 
the address of sister Wade, that new facts were bro’t 
out, and knowledge of the actual state of the Burmans 
and Karens, greatly increased in the minds of the 
hearers. ‘This furnished to every listener, new mo. 
tives for increased and perpetual effort and prayer, im 
the great work of rescuing the heathen from the grasp, 
of darkness and death. The concourse of ladies pre. 
sent was great beyond example, for this place. We 
are told that 4 or 6 persons at the door, counted tliem 
as they left the house, and varied littJe in their result, 
from 2,600 ; and it was estimated that 600 left the 
place, unable to gain admission. 

‘At 7 o’clock, P. M. brother Wade again addressed 
the assembly in the same place, when it appeared 
that every foot of floor, above and below, where a hu- 
man foot could be placed, was covered. Though 
hundreds of both males and females were obliged to 
stand during the whole evening, from 7 till near 10 
o’clock, they did so with unflinching constancy. In 
this discourse, brother Wade gave a succinct account 
of the origin and progress of the Burman mission. 
One only of the facts stated, will we attempt to lay 
before our readers to-day; that is, that the vilest 
men, those most hardened in heart, the most daring 
in crime, the most inured to deeds of blood, are prey 
served from execution by the rulers, for the express 
purpose of making them jailers. Into the hands of 
such men were the missionaries thrown by the gov- 
ernment, for safe keeping, and not the least provision 
made for their food or drink, nor for paying these

INVESTIGATION AT NEWCASTLE. — DISGRACEFUL 
PROCEEDINGS. 

Sunday last the Solicitor-General arrived in this city 
from Dublin, and proceeded to investigate the cir- 
cumstances attending the recent conflict between the 
military, police, and country people, on tithe duty, in 
which three lives were lost at Fehoonagh. Monday 
the inquiry commenced im the Sessions House of 
Newcastle. The Solicitor-General presided, assisted 
by Alf ed Furlong, Esq., and Major Sullivan, magis- 
trates. It was an open court, and the investigation 
perfectly free. The ‘own was full of country people, 
and the circumstance of Monday being the fair day of 
Newcastle, if possible, added to the multitude which 
crowded the streets, and surrounded the court. At the 
adjournment of the court on Monday, Mr. Vokes, Mr. 
Sinith, police magistrates, and a few of the constabu- 
lary, proceeded towards the hotel; and, in passing 
Bridge-street, where dense masses of country people 
were collected, a volley of stones was let fly at Mr. 
Vokes and his attendants, and continued without in- 
termission, until, by the greatest good fortune, he was 
enabled to gain the hotel, pressed upon in this danger- 
vus crisis, by a ferocious mob whv surrounded the 
house, and momentarily threatened to rush in upon 
their victims, and stone them to death. With great 
difficulty, Mr. Vokes contrived to send a private mes- 
sage to the officer commanding the military force in 
the town, acquainting him of the danger. He in- 
stantly hastened to the scene, drawing up a company 
of the 85th on the quay, reinforced by an officer and 
sixteen men of the 7th Dragoon Guards. 

Even this military display did not intimidate the ri- 
otous assembly, and many stones were thrown at the 
soldiers, which struck their caps and freqaently their 
legs. Showers of missiles were also directed at Mr. 
Vokes and the police. This audacious ovtrage was 
committed with impunity, under the eyes of the So.

And there is no longer any intelligent physician or 
chemist who maintains, that, apart from the sub- 
etances with which they are mixed when taken, 
there is derived from them the least acericbment| 
They operate precisely like aleohoi, (except that | 
they do not intoxicate,) by stimulating the nervous 
system ; and thus rouse into action the strength of 
the constitution; but they impart to it no new 
strength. Hence it is, that those addicted to their 
use are apt to resort to them with greater frequency, 
and to make the decoction stronger and stronger, 
just as is the case with those who habitually em- 
ploy alcohol. Hence, too, itis, that the feeble and 
nervous are affected by their use, with tremors, pal- 
pitations of the heart, and a Irequent sense of sinking 
and debility, after their excitementisover. Hence, 
too, the frequent headache of such persons, which, 
for a time, is relieved by a free use of the substan- 
ces that produced it, in the same manner as the 
horrid prostration of the intemperate man is relieved 
by a resort to the stimulating bowl, which will once 
more rouse up his energies, only to sink still lower. 
Hence, too, tlie sleeplessness at night, and the stupor 
and heaviness that oppress the system in the morn- 
jng, until a repetition of the use, arouses the organs 
to new efforts. 

That these substances exert a salutary influence, 
occasionally, as medicines, cannot be coubted. But 
it is no less certain, that their habitual use produces, 
in most coustitutions, in a greater or leas degree, the 
effects that have been mentioned. Hence, a dis- 
tinguished French physician says that they ehould 
he used only in those circum tances when it is proper 
to use fermented or distilled liquors. y et how wide 
epread and enormous their use | During the year 
1831, more than three hundred million pounas 6, 
coflve were consumed in Europe and America; and 
fifty millions in the United States: and as many 
pounds of tea among us, as we have inhabitants. 
Surely their effects cannot be small, either upon the 
health, or the pecuniary resources of the community. 
And if water be a better beverare, the inquiry cer- 
tainly deserves the serious aticution of every man, 
and especially af every Christian, whether both 
worldly and religious motives do not demand an 
abandonment of these luxuries.

In the night 
season, when all his enemies sleep, except the owl, 
he is busily employed, during the fall months, in 
running up and down the tree, and laying up his 
Winter store..

[ The following beautiful passage is from a sermon 
preached by bishop Heber to his parishioners, a 
short tine before his departure for India, in 1823.] 

Life bears us on, like the stream of a mighty river. 
Our boat at first glides down the narrow channel, 
through the playful murmurings of the little brook, 
and the windings of its grassy border. The trees 
shed their blossoms over our young heads ; the flow- 
ers on the brink seem to oiler themselves to our 
young hands: we are happy io hope, and we grasp 
eagerly at the beauties around us. But the stream 
hurries on, and still our hands are empty. 

Our course in youth and manhood is along a wi- 
der and depeer flood, and among objects more striking 
and magnificent. Weare animated by the moving 
picture of enjoyment and industry which passes be- 
lore us ; we are excited by some short-lived success, 
or depressed and rendered tniserable by some equally 
short-lived disappointment. But our energy and 
our dependeuce are both in vain. The stream bears 
us on, and our joys and our griefs alike are left be- 
hind us. We may be shipwrecked, but we cannot 
anchor; our voyage may be hastened, but it cannot 
be delayed; whether rough or smooth, the river 
hastens towards its home, till the roaring of the 
ocean is in our ears, and the tossing of the waves Is
